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NEWS 

CIUS  STATUS  ON  CAMPUS  CHANGED 

On  1 April  1980  the  Institute,  which  has 
been  financed  by  the  Government  of  Alberta  out 
of  special  or  contingency  funds  since  1 July 
1976,  became  a permanent  part  of  the  University 
of  Alberta,  when  it  was  included  in  the  Univer- 
sity's annual  operating  budget.  This  means 
that  subsequent  increases  in  the  CIUS'  annual 
base  budget  will  be  dependent  upon  the  results 
of  the  research  and  publications  which  the 
Institute  supports. 

CIUS  COUNCIL  OF  ASSOCIATES  MEETS 

On  3 June  the  fourth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Institute's  Council  of  Associates  was  held  at 
McGill  University  in  Montreal,  in  conjunction 
with  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Learned  Socie- 
ties. Agenda  items  included  a report  from  the 
CIUS  director  on  major  developments  in  1979-80 
and  an  update  by  Professor  Luckyj  on  the 
"Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine"  project  and  on  the 
controversy  surrounding  the  Chair  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  A recep- 
tion and  dinner  at  the  Faculty  Club  followed. 

The  Cotin cil  of  Associates  consists  of 
thirty-eight  senior  personnel  in  Ukrainian 
studies  at  Canadian  universities.  Its  main  pur- 
pose is  to  assist  the  Institute  in  implementing 
its  inter-university  functions. 

CONFERENCE  ON  UKRAINIAN  STUDIES  (CUS) 

The  CUS  came  into  being  in  April  1974  to 
provide  special  sessions  in  Ukrainian  studies  at 
meetings  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Slavists. 
The  1980  meeting  at  the  University  de  Quebec  ^ 
Montreal  on  4 June  was  chaired  by  the  CUS  presi- 
dent, Dr.  Oleh  Gerus,  and  featured  the  following 
papers:  Dr.  Natalia  Aponiuk  (assistant  pro- 

fessor, Manitoba) , "Depiction  of  Ukrainians  in 
Canadian  Fiction";  Ms.  Stella  Hryniuk  (graduate 
student,  Manitoba),  "The  Bishop  Budka  Controver- 
sy: A New  Perspective";  Dr.  Robert  B.  Klymasz 

(visiting  professor,  Alberta,  1979-80),  "Keeping 
up  with  the  Sawchuks:  Depersonalized  Culture 

Maintenance  Mechanisms  on  the  Prairie." 

During  the  business  session,  a committee 
consisting  of  Dr.  Alexander  Baran  (Manitoba), 

Dr.  Bohdan  Bociurkiw  (Carle ton)  and  Dr.  Gerus 
was  established  to  involve  the  CUS  in  the  forth- 
coming millenium  commemorations  of  the  intro- 
duction of  Christianity  in  Ukraine  in  988.

NEW  INSTITUTE  PUBLICATIONS 

In  August  1980,  the  Institute  brought  out 
a new  publication.  Modem  Ukrainian 3 by  Assya 
Hume sky . Used  as  a first-year  university 
grammar  at  Harvard  University  for  several  years 
in  manuscript  form,  Modem  Ukrainian  presents 
both  the  fundamental  morphology  and  vocabulary 
of  Ukrainian  and  some  notations  on  syntax  and 
intonation  through  the  use  of  exercises  and 
dialogues.  Notes  explain  grammar  rules, 
usage,  stylistic  flavour  and  regional  variants. 
The  438-page  paperback  with  its  thirty-seven 
page  Ukrainian-English  vocabulary  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Institute's  distributor  for 
$8.00. 

In  May,  the  proceedings  of  an  internatio- 
nal conference  held  at  McMaster  University  in 
1977  appeared  in  the  collection  Poland  and 
Ukraine:  Past  and  Present  edited  by  Peter  J. 

Potichnyj.  The  book  contains  seventeen  essays 
and  constitutes  essential  reading  for  scholars 
concerned  with  either  county.  Organized  on 
the  themes  of  historical  background,  cultural 
relations,  economic  ties,  communications  and 
present-day  political  problems,  contributors

DR.  PAWEL  KORZEC 

In  May  1980  Dr.  Pawel  Korzec,  a researcher 
at  the  Centre  Nationale  de  la  Recherche  Scien- 
tifique  in  Paris,  visited  the  Canadian  Institute 
of  Ukrainian  Studies  in  Edmonton.  Dr.  Korzec 
is  the  author  of  two  books  and  numerous  articles 
on  modern  Polish  history.  He  has  recently  com- 
pleted a monograph  on  the  Jewish  question  in 
Polish  politics,  1919-39  and  is  now  working 
(with  a grant  from  the  Institute)  on  a book  to 
be  entitled  "The  Ukrainian  Question  in  Poland, 
1919-39." 

On  12-14  May  Dr.  Korzec  held  a series  of 
three  seminars  at  the  Institute.  The  seminars 
were  conducted  in  Polish  and  were  attended  by 
professors,  graduate  students  and  representa- 
tives of  the  Ukrainian  and  Polish  communities. 
Dr.  Korzec' s lectures  and  the  lively  discussions 
that  followed  (with  contributions  by  Drs.  Janusz 
Radziejowski  and  Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky  among  others) 
were  recorded  on  tape  for  future  reference. 

Dr.  Korzec' s first  lecture  on  12  May  con- 
cerned "Relations  Between  the  National  Minori- 
ties of  Interwar  Poland:  Ukrainians  and  Jews." 

In  the  Polish-Ukrainian  war  of  1918-19  the 
Jewish  population  of  Galicia  tried  to  remain 
neutral.  In  contrast  to  the  Polish  military, 
the  Ukrainians  in  Galicia  did  not  organize  pog- 
roms during  the  conflict.  After  the  establish- 
ment of  Polish  control  over  western  Ukraine  the 
Jewish  population  honoured  the  political  status 
quo  and  the  government  encouraged  the  poloniza- 
tion  of  Jews  in  the  region  (with  the  exception 
of  central  Poland) . As  ethnic  minorities  in 
nationalist  Poland  the  Jews  and  Ukrainians  co- 
operated through  most  of  the  1920s.  However, 
as  the  radical  right  currents  gained  strength 
in  western  Ukraine  at  the  end  of  the  decade, 
relations  between  the  two  groups  deteriorated. 
The  rift  widened  in  1936  with  the  outbreak  of 
the  Spanish  civil  war  when  the  Jews  generally 
sympathized  with  the  republicans  and  the 
Ukrainians  supported  Franco. 

In  the  same  year  Metropolitan  Andrii  Shep- 
tytsky  issued  a strong  pastoral  letter  condemn- 
ing communism.  Although  it  contained  no  explic- 
it anti-Semitic  statements  it  contributed  indi- 
rectly to  the  heightening  of  anti-Jewish  feeling 


in  Ukrainian  society.  Dito  published  a series 
of  articles  advocating  the  eradication  of  pro- 
Communist  elements,  among  whom  it  included  the 
Jews.  Similarly  the  UNDO  publicist  Stepan  Baran 
denounced  the  Jews  as  Communists,  Russifiers  and 
economic  parasites.  The  OUN  organized  anti- 
Semitic  violence  in  the  villages  thus  initiating 
a mass  exodus  of  Jews  to  the  cities.  This  was  a 
prelude  to  the  catastrophe  that  befell  the 
Jewish  population  during  the  Second  World  War. 

In  1942  at  the  height  of  the  Nazi  genocide 
against  the  Jews,  Metropolitan  Sheptytsky  issued 
another  strong  pastoral  letter,  this  time  on  the 
theme  "Thou  Shalt  Not  KillJ" 

On  13  May  Dr.  Korzec  spoke  about  "National 
Minorities  in  the  Interwar  Polish  Parliament: 

The  Blocs  of  National  Minorities  in  1922  and 
1928."  Over  one- third  of  the  population  of  the 
Polish  state  that  emerged  from  the  First  World 
War  was  composed  of  national  minorities.  The 
influential  Polish  Right  (National  Democrats 
and  Christian  Democrats)  was  unwilling  to  admit 
the  national  minorities  to  partnership  in  the 
government.  Poland's  electoral  districts  were 
accordingly  gerrymandered  to  reduce  minority 
representation  in  the  Diet.  The  idea  of  form- 
ing a parliamentary  bloc  of  national  minorities 
to  strengthen  minority  representation  was  first 
proposed  by  the  Jewish  activist  Izaak  Grinbaum. 

A leading  spokesman  of  the  Polish  Right,  the 
Jesuit  Lutoslawski,  predicted  the  failure  of 
such  a bloc  since  the  other  national  minorities 
were  too  anti-Semitic  to  co-operate  with  the 
Jews.  Nonetheless,  in  the  1922  elections,  the 
bloc,  consisting  of  Jews,  Belorussians, 
Ukrainians  from  Volhynia  (Galicians  boycotted 
these  elections)  and  one  German  socialist,  was 
relatively  successful.  It  thwarted  the  plans 
of  the  Polish  Right,  which  immediately  began  a 
campaign  of  anti-Semitic  and  anti-minority 
hysteria,  culminating  in  the  assassination  of 
the  first  president  of  Poland,  Gabriel 
Narutowicz. 

For  the  1928  elections  in  which  the  Ukrain- 
ians of  Galicia  took  part  a second  bloc  of  na- 
tional minorities  was  formed,  in  which  UNDO  was 
the  major  Ukrainian  party.  In  spite  of  the  per- 
vasive electoral  abuses  of  the  Pilsudski  govern- 
ment, the  minorities  did  almost  as  well  as  in 
1922.  This  frustrated  Pilsudski 's  hopes  for  a 
plebiscite  approving  his  government  and  his  re- 
gime grew  more  authoritarian  and  more  repressive 
vis-^-vis  tfae  national  minorities.  The  streng- 
thening of  the  dictatorship  compromised  the 
moderate  elements  in  the  Ukrainian  community 
(such  as  UNDO) , reduced  the  significance  of 
parliamentary  struggle  and  contributed  to  the 
rise  of  OUN's  influence  in  western  Ukraine. 


Dr.  Korzec's  final  seminar  on  14  May  sur- 
veyed "Sources  for  Twentieth-Century  Ukrainian 
History  in  European  Archives  and  Libraries." 

The  Archives  Nationales  in  Paris  contain  mate- 
rial on  the  pre-1918  period,  most  notably  police 
reports  on  revolutionary  emigres  from  the 
Russian  empire.  The  Polish  files  at  the  Arch- 
ives du  Minis tire  des  Affaires  Itrangeres  in- 
clude fifteen  volumes  on  eastern  Galicia  1919- 
23,  which  document  the  diplomatic  war  over  the 
status  of  western  and  another  two  on  eastern 
Galicia,  1924-9.  It  is  likely  that  there  are 
several  volumes  on  the  pacification  in  1930  but 
these  are  not  yet  available  to  scholars.  The 
Bibliothlque  de  la  documentation  intemationale 
contemporaine  (BDIC)  has  an  excellent  collection 
of  revolutionary  literature  from  the  former 
Russian  empire.  The  library  of  the  Shevchenko 
Scientific  Society  (in  Sarcelles)  and  the  Symon 
Petliura  Library  (in  Paris)  are  specifically 
devoted  to  Ukrainian  material.  Some  material 
on  Ukrainian  affairs  can  also  be  found  in  the 
following  Parisian  repositories:  Bibliothlque 

nationale,  Biblioteka  Polska,  the  library  of 
the  Institute  slave  and  the  archives  of  the 
Alliance  Israelite  universele. 

In  Germany  there  are  many  institutes  con- 
cerned with  the  study  of  eastern  Europe  and 
their  libraries  also  contain  Ukrainian  material, 
for  example,  the  Herder  Institute  in  Marburg. 
Other  Ukrainian  holdings  are  located  at  the 
Staatsarchiv  in  Koblenz  and  the  archives  of  the 
defence  ministry  in  Freiburg.  The  Archiv  des 
Ausw&rtiges  Amtes  in  Bonn  has  excellent  docu- 
mentation on  interwar  Galicia,  often  supplied 
by  OUN.  The  Foreign  Office  in  London  (access 
to  1945)  has  material  on  diplomatic  affairs 
affecting  Ukraine  but  the  collection  is  not  as 
good  as  that  of  Paris.  The  Komamicki  and 
Sosnkowski  collections  at  the  Sikorski  Insti- 
tute contain  some  information  on  Ukrainian 
affairs.  The  Pilsudski  Institute,  another 
Polish  emigre  repository  in  London,  also  has 
material  on  modern  Ukrainian  history.  The 
British  Museum  has  an  excellent  collection  of 
published  material.  It  is  probable  that  the 
League  of  Nations  archives  in  Geneva  and  state 
archives  in  Vienna  also  contain  rich  documen- 
tation on  interwar  eastern  Galicia. 

LECTURE  TOUR  BY  ROMAN  SQLCHANYK 

Between  27  May  and  1 June  Dr.  Roman  Solcha- 
nyk,  research  analyst  for  nationality  affairs. 
Radio  Liberty,  Munich,  Germany,  lectured  in 
Edmonton,  Toronto,  Ottawa  and  Montreal  on 
"Soviet  Nationalities  Policy  and  the  Ukrainian 
Question."  The  tour  was  organized  and  spon- 
sored by  the  Institute. 


Dr.  Solchanyk  provided  an  overall  analysis 
of  current  Soviet  nationalities  policy,  espe- 
cially its  theoretical  aspects,  and  then  fo- 
cused on  developments  in  Soviet  Ukraine  with 
special  reference  to  the  language  question. 

The  results  of  the  latest  (1979)  Soviet  census 
were  incorporated  into  his  discussion  of 
Ukraine's  continued  Russification. 

Dr.  Salchanyk  received  his  Ph.D.  in  histo- 
ry from  the  University  of  Michigan,  in  1973, 
studying  under  Professor  Roman  Szporluk.  The 
topic  of  his  dissertation  was  "The  Communist 
Party  of  Western  Ukraine,  1919-39."  His  artic- 
les have  appeared  in  Slavic  Review,  The  New  Lea- 
der, Soviet  Analyst  and  The  New  York  Times. 

CIUS  ACQUIRES  EDITORIAL  ASSISTANT 

Early  in  August,  Mr.  David  Marples  joined 
the  Institute's  staff  as  editorial  assistant 
with  primary  responsibility  for  editing  manu- 
scripts, designing  publications  and  preparing 
the  Institute's  annual  publications  catalogue. 

Mr.  Marples  was  born  in  Chesterfield,  Eng- 
land. He  took  his  B.A.  in  history  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  London  in  1975  and  his  M.A.  in  So- 
viet and  East  European  studies  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta  in  1980,  specializing  in 
Ukrainian  history  under  Professor  I.L.  Rud- 
nytsky.  The  title  of  his  thesis  was  "The 
Soviet  Annexation  of  West  Ukraine  and  the 
Collectivization  of  Agriculture,  1939-1941." 

He  is  fluent  in  Ukrainian  and  French,  has 
passed  graduate-level  courses  in  Russian  and 
German  and  has  a reading  knowledge  of  Polish. 

Mr.  Marples  has  annotated  bibliographies 
and  participated  in  the  CIUS  publications  pro- 
grammes in  1979-80  by  assisting  with  copy- 
editing and  the  preparation  of  indexes. 

CIUS  UKRAINIAN-CANADIAN  MICROFILMING  PROJECT 

For  two  years  the  CIUS  has  been  engaged  in 
microfilming  Ukrainian-Canadian  newspapers, 
periodicals  and  cAlendar-almanacs  inaugurated 
prior  to  1941.  That  project  has  now  been  com- 
pleted, producing  a total  of  154  reels  of  mi- 
crofilm. A list  of  the  individual  titles  in- 
volved, the  dates  covered  and  number  of  reels 
for  each,  and  purchasing  instructions  is 
available  from  the  Canadian  Institute  of 
Ukrainian  Studies,  352  Athabasca  Hall,  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta,  Edmonton,  Alberta,  T6G  2E8, 
Canada.  As  indicated  in  the  purchasing  in- 
structions, all  purchase  orders  will  be  pro- 
cessed by  West  Canadian  Graphic  Industries  Li- 
mited, 10555  - 114  Street,  Edmonton,  Alberta, 
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T5H  3J6,  Canada.  This  firm,  which  produced  the 
original  master  negatives  for  the  CIUS,  has 
also  agreed  to  produce  duplicate  positives  for 
interested  institutions  and  individuals  at  a 
cost  of  $25.00  per  reel. 

Positive  copies  of  the  microfilm  produced 
during  the  project  will  eventually  be  housed  in 
the  University  of  Alberta  library,  where  they 
will  be  available  both  to  local  researchers  and 
to  other  institutions  through  the  interlibrary 
loan  system.

hylny's  Misto ) . " 

Luba  Demko  also  majored  in  literature. 
After  her  general  master's  examinations  she 
submitted  a thesis  on  "Man's  Search  for  Happi- 
ness in  V.  Vynnychenko's  Dramas." 

Anna  Shymkiv  specialized  in  linguistics. 
She  defended  a master's  thesis  on  the  topic 
"Phonological  Interpretation:  Phonological 

Bases  of  the  Canadian  Variety  of  Ukrainian." 

All  three  M.A.s  will  continue  their  gra- 
duate studies.  Anna  Shymkiv  will  begin  work 
toward  a doctorate  in  September  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures  at 
the  University  of  Toronto,  and  Luba  Demko  will 
pursue  a similar  course  at  the  University  of 
Alberta.  Sofia  Kachor  will  continue  her  gra- 
duate studies  next  year.

GRANTS  AWARDED 

Dr.  Ivan  Myhul,  associate  professor  of 
political  science.  Bishop's  University,  Lennox- 
ville,  Quebec,  has  been  awarded  a $500  grant 
toward  the  preparation  of  a manuscript  on 
Soviet  Ukrainian  historiography.  The  study 
concentrates  on  the  re-writing  of  pre-1918 


Ukrainian  history  by  Soviet  Ukrainian  histo- 
rians and  other  social  scientists  during  last 
twenty-five  years  (1956-81) . 

Dr.  Lawrence  Orton,  associate  professor 
of  history,  Oakland  University,  Rochester, 
Michigan,  has  been  awarded  a $7,150  grant  for 
the  translation  of  two  historical  works  by  the 
late  Cracow  Scholar,  Jan  Kozik,  Poland's 
leading  specialist  in  nineteenth- century  Ukrai- 
nian history:  The  Ukrainian  National  Movement 

in  Galicia3  1830-1848  (1973)  and  Between  Reac- 
tion and  Revolution:  History  of  the  Ukrainian 

National  Movement 3 1848-1849  (1975).  The  two 
books  will  be  edited  and  combined  into  one 
volume  by  Dr.  Orton. 

Dr.  Jerry  Petryshyn,  who  teaches  Canadian 
history  at  the  Grande  Prairie  Regional  College, 
Grande  Prairie,  Alberta,  has  been  awarded  a 
$9,500  research  grant  toward  the  preparation  of 
the  second  volume  on  the  history  of  Ukrainians 
in  Canada,  1914-39.  The  work  will  focus  on 
the  relations  between  the  interwar  and  prewar 
immigrants  of  all  religious  and  political  per- 
suasions. Dr.  Petryshyn  will  be  assisted  by 
Mr.  Orest  Martynowych  of  Winnipeg.  In  1981 
the  Institute  hopes  to  publish  the  first  volume 
on  the  period  prior  to  1914  to  commemorate  the 
ninetieth  anniversary  of  Ukrainian  settlement 
in  Canada. 

Mr.  Alan  Rutkowsky,  librarian  with  the 
Bibliographic  Verification  Division,  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta  and  the  Institute's  liaison  of- 
ficer in  the  Library,  has  been  awarded  a $250 
travel  grant  to  examine  periodical  and  book 
holdings  pertaining  to  Ukraine  in  the  Biblio- 
teka  Narodowa  in  Warsaw.  As  a result,  micro- 
film copies  are  being  ordered  by  the  Library 
to  fill  out  existing  collections. 

Dr.  Ivan  Tesla  of  Ottawa  has  been  commis- 
sioned by  the  Institute  to  prepare  a series  of 
maps  on  Ukrainian  settlement  in  Canada.  Three 
maps  will  deal  with  the  distribution  of  Ukrai- 
nian rural  population  in  the  Prairie  Provinces 
in  proportion  to  the  total  rural  population  as 
recorded  in  the  census  data  of  1921,  1941  and 
1971.  Eleven  maps  will  represent  the  follo- 
wing individual  Ukrainian  bloc  settlements  in 
the  Prairie  Provinces  at  the  height  of  their 
expansion  and  activity  in  1941:  Vegreville/ 

Star,  Peace  River,  Battleford,  Prince  Albert, 
Fish  Creek,  Yorkton,  Dauphin,  Shoal  Lake, 
Interlake,  Stuartburn,  Whitemouth.  The  work 
will  hopefully  form  the  introductory  unit  to 
a series  of  map  portfolios  which  the  Institute 
is  planning. 
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The  Ukrainian  Academic  Press,  a division 
of  Libraries  Unlimited  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  B.  Wynar  in  Littleton,  Colorado,  has  been 
awarded  a $5,000  (U.S.)  grant  for  the  publica- 
tion of  the  book  by  the  well-known  Ukrainian 
writer  M.  Kotsiubynsky,  entitled  Tiny  zabutykh 
predkiw  (Shadows  of  forgotten  ancestors) . The 
work  has  been  translated  into  English  by  Mr. 
Marco  Carynnyk  and  is  scheduled  to  appear 
shortly. 

The  Department  of  Slavonic  Studies,  Uni- 
versity of  British  Columbia,  was  awarded  a 
grant  of  $6,000  as  "seed  money"  to  launch 
Ukrainian  325:  "Basic  Ukrainian,"  a full 

year's  course  offered  during  the  1980-81  acade- 
mic year.  Hie  grant  acknowledges  the  renewed 
interest  in  developing  a basic  programme  in 
Ukrainian  studies  at  the  University  of  British 
Columbia.

NON-CREDIT  EVENING  PROGRAMME 

On  28-9  November,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Edmonton  Public  School  Board  and  the  Faculty  of 
Extension  at  the  University  of  Alberta,  the 
CIUS  will  be  holding  a weekend  workshop  on 
"Ukrainian  Christmas  Traditions."
